IN  A COVER  -letter,  R.  G.  Fol- 
ks, chairman  of  the  board  of 
Standard  Oil,  stated,  "We  believe 
corporate  financial  aid  to  educa- 
tion is  an  investment  in  Amer- 
ica’s future.” 

He  explained  further  that  the 
company  this  year  will  make 
grants  to  38  non-tax  supported 
colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States  to  help  defray  in- 
creasing operating  costs.

WASHINGTON,  (UPD— Con- 
gress  opened  its  election  year 
session  Tuesday  with  Democratic 
leaders  pledging  a determined  ef- 
fort to  enact  the  $11  billion  tax 
cut  bill  and  lay  it  on  President 
Johnson’s  desk  by  the  end  of 
next  month. 

AT  A PRE-SESSION  White 
House  meeting,  the  leaders  also 
promised  the  President  prompt 
action  on  the  administration’s 
civil  rights  bill.  It  is  designed  to

The  Ho.use  and  Senate  conven- 
ed at  noon,  met  briefly  then  re- 
cessed until  noon  Wednesday 
when  the  lawmakers  assemble  in 
joint  session  to  hear' the  Presi- 
dent deliver  his  State  of  the  Un- 
ion message. 

DESIOCRATIC  leaders  said 
the  President  would  emphasize 
domestic  issues.  Besides  plugging 
for  pending  measures,  the  Chief 
Executive  was  said  to  have  draft- 
ed proposals  designed  to  reduce 
unemployment  and  wipe  out 
‘‘pockets  of  poverty”  throughout 
the  nation. 

Senate  Democratic  Leader  Mike 
Mansfield,  Mont.,  also  told  news- 
men after  the  White  House  con- 
ference that  the  President  was 
doing  all  he  could  to  hold  the  next 
federal  budget  under  $100  billion. 
T^e  budget  for  the  current  fiscal 
year  was  $98.8  billion. 

SENATE  Democratic  Whip  Hu- 
bert H.  Humphrey,  Minn.,  said 
party  leaders  would  fight  to  win 
final  action  on  the  House-passed 
tax  bill  by  the  end  of  February. 
Indications  are  that  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee  will  wind  up 
its  hearings  on  the  bill  by  the 
end  of  this  month. 

Humphrey  said  the  administra- 
tion also  would  insist  on  a “good, 
strong,  effective”  civil  rights  bill. 
But  he  conceded  that  the  admin- 
istration will  need  22  to  25  Re- 
publican votes  to  cut  off  an  in- 
evitable Southern  filibuster  ag- 
ainst the  measure. 

THE  BILL  now  is  in  the  House 
Rules  Committee,  which  starts  its 
hearings  Thursday.  The  House  is 
scheduled  to  act  first  on  the  bill. 
Humphrey  said  that  if  it  reaches 
the  Senate  while  the  chamber  is 
debating  the  tax  bill,  it  will  be 
placed  directly  on  the  calendar, 
bypassing  the  judiciary  commit- 
tee. 

Smarting  under  charges  of  a 
lack  of  action  in  the  |^st  session 
that  ran  all  last  year,"Democratic 
leaders  said  all  possible  steps 
would  be  taken  to  speed  the  leg- 


islative machinery.  But  they  said 
chances  were  dim  for  winding  up 
the  session  before  the  Republi- 
can national  convention  opens  in 
San  Francisco  July  13.

Dr.  Walter  Judd,  author  of  numerous 
Congressional  acts  during  his  ten  terms  as 
Representative  of  the  Fifth  Minnesota  Dis- 
trict, will  address  the  Forum  Assembly 
Thursday  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

IN  1925,  DR.  JUDD  went  to  Southern 
China  as  a medical  missionary.  After  spend- 
ing six  years  there,  health  problems  forced 
him  to  return  to  the  United  States.  But  after 
completing  a two-year  fellowship  at  the  Mayo 
Clinic  in  surgery,  he  returned  to  China  for 
four  more  years. 

Upon  his  return,  Dr,  Judd  began  an  ex- 
tensive lecture  tour  warning  Americans 
about  the  Japanese  war  machine. 

HE  WAS  ELECTED  to  Congress  in  1942 
and  served  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
until  1962,  the-same  y^ar  in  which  his  col- 
leagues in  the  House  voted  him  one  of  its 
most  influential  members.  He  was  the  only 
one  so  named  from  the  minority  party.

Lee  H.  Oswald, 
Jack  Ruby 
‘No  Collusion’ 

DALLAS,  TEX.,  (UPI)  A 

complete  investigation  into  the 
shooting  of  Lee  Harvey  Oswald 
showed  no  collusion  between  Dal- 
las police  and  Oswald’s  self-ap- 
pointed executioner  Jack  Ruby, 
Dist.  Atty.  Henry  Wade  said  Tu- 
esday. 

THE  PROBE  into  Oswald^s 
death  was  just  a portion  of  a 
‘ complete  and  detailed”  report  on 
President  Kennedy’s  assassina- 
tion arid  the  events  surrounding 
it  filed  with  the  State  Attorney 
General’s  office  at  Austin. 

Texas  Atty.  Gen.  Waggoner 
Carr  said  the  report  included  the 
investigative  findings  by  State 
and  Dallas  authorities  on  the 
President’s  murder,  the  wounding 
of  Gov.  John  Connally,  the  shoot- 
ing of  Dallas  policeman  J.  D.  Tip- 
pit,  and  the  slaying  of  Oswald. 
Carr  was  gathering  evidence  for 
the  special  Federal  commission 
investigating  the  assassination. 

CARR  SAID  the  report  also  in- 
cluded, “the  attempted  murder  of 
Gen.  Edwin  Walker.”  A shot  was 
fired  through  a window  in  Walk- 
er’s Dallas  home  last  April.  Os- 
wald’s widow  told  her  attorney 
that  the  accused  assassin  impli- 
cated himself  as  the  sniper  who 
fired  on  Walker. 

Wade  said  he  had  just  begun 
to  study  the  section  of  the  re- 
port dealing  with  Oswald’s  death, 
but  that  he  was  convinced  by 
the  evidence  put  fortl^  that  Ruby 
haA  no  connections  with  Dallas 
police. 

^HE  DISTRICT  Attorney  said 
the  report  dealing  with  Oswald’s 
slaying  included  two  volumes. 
One  volume  held  evidence  which 
prosecutors  could  use  at  Ruby’s 
trial,  and  the  other  contained 
documents,  which  according  to 
Wade,  “relate  primarily  to  se- 
curity measures  in  effect  at  the 
time.” 

Wade  declined  to  discuss  de- 
tails of  tlie  report. 

IN  RUBY’S  bond  hearing  last 
month,  Dallas  Homicide  Capt. 
Will  Fritz  said  that  the  officers 
guarding  Oswald  were  blinded  by 
television  lights  when  Ruby  dash- 
ed in  front  of  cameras  and  gave 
a nationwide  audience  a good 
view  of  the  historic  slaying.

VATICAN  CITY,  (UPI)— Pope 
Paul  VI,  back  from  a triumphal 


journey  to  the  Holy  Land,  may 
soon  tell  the  world  of  his  spirit- 
ual experience  in  an  encyclical,  a 
high  Vatican  source  said  Tues- 
day. 

THE  POPE  was  cheered  by  a 
million  Roirians  Monday  night  on 
his  return  from  the  pilgrimage  to 
the  land  of  Christ’s  birth.  Obser- 
vers said  the  success  of  his  trip 
has  cast  him  in  a new  role  as  a 
traveling  apostle  of  peace  and 
unity,  and  they  predicted  more 
trips  for  the  Pontiff. 

The  Vatican  source  said  the 
66-year-old  Pontiff  was  expected 
to  take  a few  days  of  rest  and 
then  start  work  on  the  first  en- 


cylical  of  his  half-year  reign. 
They  said  it  was  likely  to  tell  of 
the  sources  of  inspiration  and 
hope  the  Pope  found  in  the  Holy 
Land  and  reiterate  the  message 
of  peace  he  proclaimed  from 
Bethlehem. 

AT  A LATER  date,  they  said, 
the  Pope  may  issue  encyclicals  on 
other  subjects.  ^ 

One  of  these,  they  said,  was  on 
scientific  research,  for  which  this 
year’s  fourth  centenary  of  the 
birth  of  Galileo  could  be  a fitting 
occasion. 

GALILEO,  the  16th  century  It- 
alian physicist  and  astronomer, 
was  condemned  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  of  his  day  for  his 
theory  that  the  earth  revolves 
around  the  sun.

AN  NCAA  spokesman  said  the 
council  declined  to  make  any 
changes  because  of  the  great 
time  that  has  elapsed  since  the 
events  were  run,  and  it  made  a 
suggestion  to  the  Rules  Commit- 
tee that  the  committee  consider 
setting  a rule  that  any  changes 
must  be  made  within  24  hours. 

Two  changes  the  pictures  indi- 
cated would  have  taken  the  100- 
yard  dash  championship  away 
from  Larry  Questad  of  Stanford 
and  dropped  Stanford  from  sec- 
ont  to  fourth  in  the  team  stand- 
ings. 

FILM  STUDIES  indicated,  the 
spokesman  said,  that  Henry  Carr 
of  Arizona  State,  who  was  placed 
second  by  the  judges,  actually 
finished  first  with  Questad  sec- 
ond. Another  change  would  have 
dropped  Dave  Morris  of  Southern 
California,  who  wa#  judged  fifth, 
out  of  the  scoring  and  made  Dave 
Blunt  of  Oregon,  who  was  plac- 
ed sixth,  fifth. 

In  the  220-yard  dash,  Frank 
Frische  of  Stanford,  who  was 
placed  sixth,  would  have  lost  that 
position  to  Del  Vecchio  of  Pitts- 
burgh.

spectrometer  has  less  than  2%  ve- 
locity jitter  over  a speed  range  of  1 00. 

The  functions  of  the  spectrometer 
are  automated  so  that  the  resonant 
absorptions  for  1 60  positive  and  neg- 
ative velocities  are  obtained  In  a 
normal  run.  Data  obtained  from 
print-out  scalars  are  processed  and 
plotted  by  electronic  computers.
